The pictures in this calendar are samples of work produced by students in the English 
High Art classes. The calender was produced by the Magnet Art Program, a long 
standing and successful collaboration between English High School and the Massachu- 
setts College of Art. Funded by a chapter 636 grant, the Magnet Art Program joins 
English High School art faculty and students with the College’s Art Education faculty, 
students and alumnae in a mutual exploration of art education. The College benefits 
from access to an urban field site and strong connections with experienced teachers. 
English High art faculty and students in return can draw upon the resources of the 
Magnet Art staff and the College. 


There are three major areas of focus within the program: Parent Community Out- 
reach, Special Needs/Multi-ethnic concerns, and Exhibition as Educational Outreach. 
The Parent/Community outreach component introduces parents to the goals and 
processes of art classes and thereby encourages support for the study of art through 
lectures, field trips, classes, exhibitions and a newsletter. The Multi-ethnic/special 
needs program works to develop teaching strategies for classrooms which include an 
increasing number of students from diverse backgrounds. This is valuable both for 
teachers who are already in the classroom and for teachers in training. Exhibitions can 
be an excellent form of educational outreach. The Magnet Program enriches the 
community perspective of art in the school curricula by stressing the process of 
learning as the products of artmaking in shows of students work. 


Goals are constantly assessed as concerns and interests are discussed regularly by the 
community of teachers which make up the Magnet Art Program. We look forward to 
beginning the 12th year of this collaboration between two distinguished schools.
